A Specimen of the Letters Sent to the 
London Times. 

The following letter to the London 
Times tells u rather interesting expe¬ 
rience and is a good illustration of the 
way Englishmen write to that paper 
about all . *>rt§ of topics: 

To the Editor of The Times: 

8ih—A curious parallel to your correspond¬ 
ent Mr. Wicks’ exorcism of the ghost that

THE CARIBBEAN. 

Captain Mahan on the Strategic Impor¬ 
tance of tlie Imml Ulrt sea. 

Utilises superficially very diverse, hut 
essentially the same in tlint, they arose ■ 
from and still diqiciid upon a luck of lo 
nil political capacity, have brought the] 
Mediterranean and tho Caribbean, in 
our own time, to similar conditions, re 
gnnled as quantities of interest in the 
sphere of international relations. What¬ 
ever the intrinsic value of the two lasl- 
I ics of water, in themselves or in their 
surroundings, whatever their present 
contributions to the prosperity or to the 
culture of mankind, their conspicuous 
characteristics now are their political 
and military importance, in the broad¬ 
est sense, as concerning not. only the 
countries that border them, hut the 
world at large. Both are land girt sous; 
both arc links in a chain of communica¬ 
tion between an cast and n west In 
both the chain is broken by an isthmus 
Both are of contracted extent when 
compared with great oceans, and in 
consequence of these common features 
both present in an intensified form the 
advantages and tho limitations, pnliti 
cal and military, which condition the 
influence of sen power 

This conclusion is notably true of the 
Mediterranean, as is shown by its his¬ 
tory. It is even more forcibly true of 
the Caribbean, partly because the eon 
tour of its shores does not, as in tlie 
Mediterranean peninsulas, thrust the 
power of the land so far and so sustain 
edly into the sea; partly bocunso, from 
historical antecedents already alluded 
to, in tlie character of the first colo¬ 
nists and from tho shortness of the 
time tlie ground has been in civilized 
occupation, tlieie does not exist in the 
Caribbean or in the gulf of Mexico— 
apart from tho United States—any land 
power at all comparable to those great 
continental states of Europe whose 
strength lies in their armies far more 
than in their navies. 

So far as national inclinations, as dis¬ 
tinct from the cautious actions of states¬ 
man, can he discerned, in the Mediter¬ 
ranean at present the sea (lowers, Great 
Britain. France and Italy, are opposed 
to the land (lowers, Germany, Austria 
and Russia, and the latter dominate ac¬ 
tion. It cannot be so in any near future 
in the Caribbean. Tho Caribbean is pre¬ 
eminently the domain of sea (lower — 
Captain A. T. Malian, U. S. N., in 
Harper’s Magazine.

Bamboo will form poles sixty rtv« 
to seventy feet long and from eight tc 
ten inches in diameter. A derrick, 
twenty-six feet high, made of four-inch 
bamboo poles, raised two iron girder* 
weighing together four hundred nnd 
twenty-four pounds. The wonderful 
lightness of this material in proportion 
to its strength has excited comment ot 
late, and new uses are constantly being 
made of it. Scaffoldings of bamboo 
have the advantage of lightness and 
strength. It is predicted that litis ma¬ 
terial will come into general use for 
such purposes.

Indiana is couceded to be the home of 
the White Cap. It is iu the Uoosier 
Mtate that the organization and prac¬ 
tice had their birth, and. although both 
have since spread to many States, the 
people of no other community have 
been so afflicted with them as have the 
Indianans. How or by whom the first 
White Cap organization was formed is 
not known, but early in the Mb's it be¬ 
gan operations, and its success in rid¬ 
ding certain localities of miscreants 
led to the rapid spread of the organiza¬ 
tion iu many parts of the State. These 
men, wearing white pillow-cases over 
their heads and shoulders, with holes 
cut through to enable them to see, be¬ 
gan switching better living into the 
lawless element. Armed with switches 
they would ride silently up to the home 
of au outlaw, aud. taking turn un¬ 
awares, would switch him nearly to 
death. In several cases death did re¬ 
sult from the heatings which were ad¬ 
ministered usually to the outlaw and 
his whole family irrespective of sex. 
The White Caps were regularly organ¬ 
ized and governed with great sternness 
and secrecy. No one was admitted un¬ 
less his character for honesty was 
above reproach. A sitting was held 
where it was thought desirable that the 
organization take up some special case. 
When it had decided that punishment 
was necessary it was meted out with 
terrible sternness. In the earlier days 
the visitation seldom miscarried. The 
victim had no warning, until some 


been characterized by exceptional bru¬ 
tality. Some of the victims have suf¬ 
fered without any cause being known 
to those who were iu a position to 
judge best of their lives. In Brown 
County a man and a woman, t! > latter 
sick at the time, were taken out of tlioir 
cabin at night, the cabin, with their lit¬ 
tle effects, burned and themselves 
driven from the county with threats of 
hanging if they returned. In another 
Instance iu the same county a man was 
unmercifully whipped because he 
would not work, though a physician 
was attending him at the time and tes¬ 
tified afterward lliat it was impossible 
for his patient to perform any kind of 
lalior.

In the busy 
season there are fed to this farm 125 
•Po-gallon buckets of mixed feed each 
day. This farm marketed many thou¬ 
sands of ducklings I he past season, u 
large number weighing 7'._. lo S pounds 
per pair at seven weeks of age.
